MDC sewer on Woburn Street with Eames Street, 
along the tracks of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 
A 36 inch sewer main will be laid for the distance

% mile, and connecting 


lateral sewer lines are to go to the right and left 
on Eames Street. There is no definite work 


schedule for the project. 


‘The contractor is Les Marino, 
who bid under te name of Modern 
Construction Company of Cam- 
bridge. His bid price, the lowest. 
is $397,797.72, for the laying of 
the sewer mains, With engineer- 
ing and other costs involved, the 
project price at this time is 
$507,600. ‘This will probably 
have some increase before the 
project is completed, due to 
change orders. 

‘The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts Is paing 25% of the ex- 
pense, and the United States 
government $5%, The rest of the 
expense will be paid by the Town 
of Wilmngton. 


At the time of the original sewer 
laying in Wilmington, in 1985, 
plans eremade for extension to 
theentre town, at a cost (at that 
tim) of bout $8 million. It was 
hoped that a start could be made 
in about ten years, 

‘The current town program is 
the first since the original sewer 
was laid. Hopefully it will. in 
future years, go to Wilmington 
Center via the railroad tracks. 
and on to Silver Lake. Other 
trunks are planned to go towards 
East Wilmington and North Wil- 
‘mington, using the Portland

A Scenic Middlesex Canal ? 


Will Wilmington, some time in 
the future, have a Scenic Middle- 
sex Canal, with pleasure boats 
cruising up and down? 

At the Massachusetts DPW 
public hearing for the proposed 
bridge over the B & M RR (March 
lth) Professor Douglas B. 
Adams of MIT, a vice president 
of the Middlesex Canal Associa- 
tion asked that the proposed 
bridge be so constructed as to 
not block the old waterway, if it 
should be resurrected 

And, as a result. a number of 
officials gathered yesterday 
moring on the bridge at Bridge 
Lane, and went traipsing down 
into the wet grass and brush, for 
a first hand look at the canal 
which used to connect Charles- 


town and Lowell. in the days 
before the railroad. The trip was 
for observation only - decisions 
will be made later, 

In the Planning Board meeting 
the night before, Mrs. Madelyn 
McKie. former Planning Board 
member, representing the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council of 
which she is the Wilmington mem- 
ber, told of the coming visit. » ' 

She told the Planning Board that 
a request had been made fot a 
passageway for the canal as latge 
as that being planned for the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad - ‘the full 
width plus ten feet on each side. 

Zane Bower, of the Plasining 
Board, commented that such con- 
struction would add a quarter of 
a million dollars to the cost of the 
bridge.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE Ronald Heymann to 


be ‘Light Bill 
Spokesman’ ° 


Ronald Heymann of 5 Columbia Street is the ‘unofficial 
spokesman” for aggrieved Wilmington residents, who con- 
sider their electric light bills out of line. 

Mr. Heymann, a two year resident of Wilmington, walked out 
of the offices of the Reading Municipal Light Department, on 
Monday night, with the perhaps dubious honor of having been 
so chosen, He was one of two dozen Wilmington residents who 
were present at 8 p.m. to protest their bills to the Reading 


Light Commissioners. 


He will not present every bill 
given to him to the Reading Light, 
but will sample and decide which 
bills should be shown to the Light 
Department, in an effort to solve 
the controversy, Mr, Heymann 
is an employee of Hewett-Pack- 
ard, a medical-electronics firm, 


Heymann 

Mrs, Diane Fielding. who has 
been leading the efforts to have 
the light department change their 
Heymann, told the Light Com- 
missioners that she was sorry 
they had not sent a representative 
to the Saturday meeting in (he Wil- 
mington American Legion Hall 

All three of the Commissioners 
were present Monday evening - 
but the manager. Ken Gaw. was 
ill, and not present. Chairman 

in H, Crooker told the group 
that “‘our meter readers may 
have skipped some of the meters” 
and just noted down figures which 
were estimates. He called it a 
“lineman factor". ' Commis- 
sioner Paul Nicholas added to 
this the thought that even if the 
meter reading was wrong, the 
bill would be straightened out at 
the first subsequent reading of 
the meter. 

Crooker did not want to discuss 
individual bills with the assembled 
people, pointing out that they were 
Personal bills. Mrs. Walter Bri- 
stol of Shawsheen Avenue was 
perfectly willing to discuss her 
even if it was “personal”. $I 
ended the first part of her discus- 
sion with a “but we are peasants 
phrase 

Several of those who were pre- 
sent were speaking as Croker 
and Mrs. Bristol talked, Anthony 
Podowski, thought to be an Oak- 
dale Road resident, complained 
Out loud of a $227 bill. as Frank 
Yentile of Lowell Street com- 
plained of a $125 bill. 

(Mr. Podowski's bill was a 
justed by Reading Light, after the 
meeting). 

Tt was Mr. Crooker who sug- 
gested that Mr. Heymann and Ken 
Gaw of Reading Light be a com- 
mittee of two, to discuss the bills 
etc.. a suggestion that was quite 
quickly adopted, after making 
certain that Mr. Heymann would 
have the power to "pick and 
choose”. Crooker told the peo- 
ple that “if all we are going to 
do is go around in circles we will 

~ and 
“let's channel this into a pro- 
cedure we can cope with. through 
you" 

WF. Spurr assured those pre- 
sent that the Municipal Light 
Directors were just fous to 
“get to the bottom of this as you 


are" 

After a conversation with Mrs. 
Fielding, he said that it was easy 
to check out a home with reference 
to light bills. The electrical 
units are just “catalogued” he 
said, together with notations on 
how much power they consume, 
and the amount of time that the 
units are used, 

Spurr said that Boston Edison 
has been “cutting voltage" - this 
in answer to a complaint by Mr, 
Bristol that TV sets and light 
bulbs ‘blow’ between the hours 
of 4:30 and 7'p.m. 

Bristol felt that it was unfair for 
Wilmington residents to pay a sur- 
charge, when in other places no 
such payment was asked, 

Spurr told him that Reading 
Light contracts with Boston Edi- 
‘son, wholesale, and that Reading 
has to pay a surcharge for the low 
sulphur fuel that is being burned 
by Boston Edison, a bill that is 
passed on to the customers. 

Boston Edison, he said has been 
in the “pollution control area’ 
since last September Ist. Other 

‘of Massachusetts have not 


parts. 

yet been put into such an area, 
‘and hence do not have to pay a 
surcharge, but there is to be an 
extension of the Pollution Control 
area in October of 1971, “Every 
one will pay in October", he said, 
and further stated that the reason 
the Boston Edison customers 
don't see a surcharge is because 
the antl-pollution charges are 
“blended into their bills” 

Paul Nicholas said that Reading 
has ‘just about completed’ a 
115,000 volt circuit which will 
enable the Light Department to 
buy power at a cheaper rate 

‘A second point, he said, was that 
Reading Light has been contesting 
the surcharge. in hearings in 
Washington D.C, There hasn't 
been any decision in Washington, 
yet.
